The av erage crop in the county 
runs from 2.5 million bushels to 
3 million. 
Ma y 10 -12 Apple Test 
Palm er cited the mildness of 
the w inter and the helpful mois­ 
ture in the ground. The bud set 
is good and up to now there has 
been n o w inter bud killing. 
The key test of the apple po­ 
tential 
this season will come , 
about May 10-12 when the trees j 
in the county normally are in 
full bloom, it was noted. 
Palm er said that barring se­ 
v ere cold or other unfav orable 
■weather, present conditions indi­ 
cate at least an av erage crop of 
apples, pears, peaches and cher- I 
ries. 
The county agricultural agent 
noted, 
howev er, that in some 
areas 
that 
were 
hit 
by 
the 
drought conditions the last few 
years, the apple crop might not 
be as good as in other sections 
that wert? spared by the dry con­ 
ditions. 
There is no deep frost in the 
ground, at the present, and m elt­ 
ing snow and recent rains hav e 
been 
sinking 
to

depth.

W ith the mild w eather con­ 
tinuing, and barring no sev ere 
cold or high winds, indications 
are that the pear, apple, cherry 
I 
and peach trees in the area will 
produce a v ery substantial crop 
this year, experts predict. 
William C. Brozowski, Dutch­ 
ess county's agricultural exten­ 
sion agent, also said that coun­ 
ty's fruit outlook is “v ery good" 
in v iew of the w inter’s com par­ 
ativ e 
mildness

quired the rights to a tidal wet­ 
land area on the north shore of 
Long Island as a major biologi­ 
cal field facility for the Marine 
Sciences Research Center pro­ 
posed in its 1964 Master Plan, 
146-Acre Tract 
The president said that avail­ 
ability of the 146-acre outdoor 
laboratory known as Flax Pond 
salt marsh allows formal estab­ 
lishment of the Marine Center 
at State 
University 
at Stony 
Brook, and a significant broaden­ 
ing of the over-all research and 
instructional program of State 
University. 
President Gould acknowledged, 
with deep appreciation, the co­ 
operation of the State Depart­ 
ment of Conservation in the ac­ 
quisition of the uea . The Con­ 
servation Department also will 
utilize the site in its own re­ 
search programs. 
The wetland area is approxi­ 
mately three miles northeast of 
the Stony Brook campus, which 
will provide administrative head­ 
quarters for the Marine Center. 
Dr. Gould said the Center has 
the potential of becoming one of 
the chief resources in the United 
States for research and instruc­ 
tion in a broadly conceived pro­ 
gram in marine biology and re­ 
lated disciplines, such as chemi­ 
cal and physical oceanography. 
Will Go Beyond Boundaries 
The cooperative activities of 
the Marine Center, he pointed 
lout, will extend well beyond the 
Stony Brook campus boundaries. 
The Center will offer programs 
for students and faculty from 
'campuses throughout State Uni­ 
versity. A typical program, the 
president said, could be a sum­ 
mer course in field and theoret­ 
ical ecology or aquatic botany, 
with field studies taking place at 
Flax Pond. 
In addition, the Center will 
cooperate with private colleges 
and Universities throughout the 
State as well as regional, sta te 
and federal government agencies 
and the Long Island fishing in­ 
dustry.

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THE JOYS OF SMOKING 
At this writing, the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s co ntro v ersial film plugging cigar­ 
ettes as “ the pure jo y part” o f life fo r mil­ 
lio ns has no t y et been released to serv e its 
intended purpo se—to sell mo re American 
to bacco abro ad. Co nsidering that ano ther 
federal agency has made much o f the ev i­ 
dent “ stro ng link between cigarette smo k­ 
ing and lung cancer,” the film sho uld no t 
be released at all. 
Part o f the Agriculture Department’s 
functio n, granted, is to increase sales o f 
U.S. farm pro ducts in o ther co untries. It 
can be argued, as Agriculture’s spo kesmen 
do , that there can be no discriminatio n— 
that if v ario us pro ducts are giv en a film 
bo o st, then the same has to be do ne fo r 
to bacco . 
The o bv io us ho le in this argument is that 
the o ther co mmo dities adv ertised abro ad 
by o ur go v ernment hav e no t been the sub­ 
ject o f a surgeo n general’s repo rt tagging 
them as pro bably respo nsible in part fo r 
v ario us lethal diseases. The phrase quo ted 
abo v e is fro m a letter by Secretary Gard­ 
ner o f the Department o f Health, Educa­ 
tio n and Welfare to Senato r Magnuso n, who 
has no ted that co ntracts call fo r sho wing 
the film in sev eral co untries who se go v ern­ 
ments hav e launched campaigns against 
smo king as a menace to health. 
Such sho wings wo uld put us in an o dd 
po sitio n. This is especially true in v iew o f 
the fact that ev en Co ngress,' in reluctant 
defiance o f the to bacco lo bby , has decreed 
that cigarette packages must carry a mild 
health warning. Ev idence piled up since 
the surgeo n general’s repo rt was issued a 
co uple o f y ears ago has giv en added weight 
to the v iew’ that cigarette smo king is a 
po sitiv e danger, and that a bro ad-scale 
driv e to educate the public as to this dan­ 
ger sho uld be a go v ernment co ncern. This 
is hardly the time to distribute a U.S. film 
ex to lling the jo y s o f smo king.

A PRIVATE FREEDOM ACADEMY 
Back in 1960 the U. S. Senate, by a voice vote, 
passed a bill authorizing the creation of a Free­ 
dom Academy. The idea was to set up a school 
capable of turning our professionals in psycho- 
polilical w art are just as West Point and Annap­ 
olis provide the country with pros in m ilitary war­ 
fare. But the bill failed in the House for a very 
odd reason: Representative Francis Walter, an 
anti-Communist from the word “go,” was obsessed 
with the fear that if a Freedom Academy were 
set up, the Communists would succeed in pene­ 
trating it and taking over. “T ad’’ W alter's spy 
phobia was sufficiently persuasive to kill the bill 
for 1960. 
The Freedom Academy has never had a chance 
since then, but the locus of prime opposition to it 
has shifted to the Senate. In 1961 Senator Ful- 
bright succeeded in bringing Freedom Academy 
suggestions within the jurisdiction of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, and thus a Free­ 
dom Academy bill never seems to get to the Sen­ 
ate floor. This in spite of the fact that the idea 
has had bipartisan support from Senators as di­ 
verse Democrats Paul Douglas of Illinois and 
Tom Dodd of Connecticut and Republican Karl 
Mundt of South Dakota. The House of Repre­ 
sentatives Committee on Un-Am erican Activities 
has recommended the passage of a Freedom Aca­ 
demy bill in 1966, but with anti-Cold W arrior Ful- 
bright still on guard in the S enate nothing is 
likely to cone of it. 
Well, maybe one shouldn’t cry too much about 
this, for if a Freedom Academy w ere to be cre­ 
ated as a governm ent entity the U. S. State De­ 
partm ent might try to subordinate its curriculum 
to the needs of official foreign policy. A govern­ 
ment-sponsored 
Freedom 
Academy 
would cer­ 
tainly have to be hedged about w ith all sorts of 
guarantees of absolute autonomy, or it would 
tend to become a m ilk-and-w ater affair. What, for 
example, would happen to a Freedom Academy 
"p$ywar" recomm endation that we sell landing 
cratt to Chiang Kai-shek when our S tate Depart­ 
m ent fears even an indirect confrontation with 
Red China? And w hat if a Freedom Academy 
were to counsel an em bargo on grain shipments 
to any Communist nation that is helping the Vie! 
Cong? This would run counter to our official 
"bridge building” policy, and the curriculum build­ 
ers of a Freedom Academy would surely hear a 
thing or two from Foggy Bottom about interfer­ 
ing with the "national purpose." 
But if the possibility of getting an absjlutely 
autonomous government-sponsored Freedom Aca­ 
demy seems remote, it doesnt m ean that we can 
get along without a method of countering the 
6,000 schools in Communist bloc countries that 
teach psycho-political w arfare. Fortunately, our 
deficiency in this m atter is about to be remedied. 
A big complex of cooperating agencies including 
the American Security Council, 
the American 
Legion, the Cook County (Illinois) Schools, North­ 
eastern University, Kansas S tate University, In­ 
ternational House, the Oregon S tate Department 
of Education, and the C. W. Post College of Long 
Island University have purchased a large house 
and 671 acres near Boston, Virginia, in the Blue 
Ridge Mountains, where a private Freedom Aca­ 
demy called the Freedom Studies C enter will be 
set up. The Institute for American Strategy will 
adm inister the new center. 
The new Freedom Studies C enter is a citizens’ 
response to frustrations created in the U. S. Sen­ 
ate by anti-Cold W arrior Fulbright. Significantly, j 
the co-chairmen of the Center are Senator Dodd 
of Connecticut and Senator M undt of South Da- j 
kota. O ther Senators on the advisory board are 
Peter Dominick, Republican of Colorado, Jack Mil­ 
ler, Republican of Iowa, Paul Douglas, Democrat 
of Illinois, and W illiam Proxm ire, Democrat of 
Wisconsin. 
Senator Tom Dodd, who holds the Freedom 
Academy idea close to his heart, has been ex- I 
trem ely effective in upholding the American posi 
- 1 
tion in the Cold W ar, and it not surprising that 
he is hated by the "don’t be beastly to the Com­ 
m unists” crowd. This group welcomes any effort ovn,jn c- „ 
. 
to chop him down. But the recent attem pt to give 
exPd n sio n ol thc war- these Mc- 
a sinister twist to his correspondence with Gen­ 
eral Julius Klein, a quite legitim ate representa­ 
tive of West Germ an industry and the W'est Ger­ 
man government, has backfired. It turns out that 
some twenty other legislators including Senator 
Javits have also praised Klein for competence and 
probity. The big concern in U. S. Senate anterooms 
these days is the safety of the legislators’ files, mg Red China. It was a m ajor 
for someone obviously got to Dodd's without his ' reason for negotiating instead of 
permission.

WASHINGTON — "Discrim ­ 
ination" in any form by any gov­ 
ernm ental institution is supposed 
nowadays to be something plain­ 
ly unconstitutional and illegal. 
When, 
however, 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States says 
it is constitutional to discrim in­ 
ate between the states of the 
Union by punishing some and 
letting others be immune, hard­ 
ly any voices are raised in pro­ 
test. 
Last Monday the highest court 
in the land, by a virtually unan­ 
imous decision, ruled that most 
states in the Union can retain 
literacy tests and other qualifi­ 
cations for voters but that cer­ 
tain states cannot. Instead of 
punishing individual officials for 
violating the laws against let­ 
ting racial bias interfere with 
registration of voters, the Con­ 
gress passed in 1965 a law ta k ­ 
ing away from certain states the 
privilege of setting voter qualifi­ 
cations altogether, and this the 
Supreme Court now says is con­ 
stitutional. 
The 
Constitution 
speaks 
of 
equal protection of the laws," 
but the Supreme Court in its 
latest ruling says this guaran­ 
ty isn t applicable as between 
states. Also, for centuries the 
principle of justice has been pro­ 
claimed that anybody accused of 
wrongdoing should tx' presumed 
to 
be 
innocent 
until 
proved 
guilty. The Supreme Court, how­ 
ever, 
now 
declares 
that 
this 
doesn t apply to the states of the 
Union and that, even without a 
trial in a court, a state on the 
basis of inference or mere sus­ 
picion may be deprived of its 
right to use voter-qualification 
tests of any kind. 
The punishment meted out by 
Congress is that a state sus­ 
pected of racial discrimination 
in the use of any voter test may 
be prohibited for a period of five 
years from using such tests. This 
means that in certain states a 
would-be registrant need not be 
able to read or w rite or to 
dem onstrate 
any 
educational 
achievement 
or 
possess 
good 
moral 
character, 
while 
other 
states can retain sim ilar quali­ 
fications. Yet the votes of the 
illiterate citizens could form a 
m ajority in a community and re­ 
sult in the jtassage of laws or 
ordinances that could injure the 
interests of persons really qual­ 
ified to vote.
